That Land Sale 

On Saturday we animadverted upon 
the conduct of the Govorninentiu hav- 
ing sold outright to one individual at 
the nominal prico of one dollar an aero 
a tract of sii thousand five hundrod 
acres of valuable agricultural land on 
the Lower Fraser. Tho local or- 
gan sets up as a dofence that tho pur- 
chase, although made by one individ- 
ual, was made in the interost of four- 
teen families who aro to bo placed 
upon it; and, having sot up this theo- 
ry, it proceeds to dilate upon thobono- 
ficial results of tho introduction of 
these fourtoen families. Now, al- 
though the tract of land in question is 
- sufficient for 40 homesteads, instead of 
. 14, we would feel little disposed to 
quarrel about the difference in acre- 
age, provided tho theory about the 
fourtoen families were correct. But, 
unfortunately for tho Government, and 
•kill moro for the country, it is sheer 
fabrication. The writer has Mr. Ma- 
ther's own word for it that, with the 
exception of a homestead for himself, 
the purchase was, pure and simple, for 
purposes of speculation. That ho 
may be more or loss directly instru- 
mental in iufluoncirjg others to come 
to the Province is scarcely to be doubt- 
ed. There aro fow respectable settlors 
who aro nut. But that there oxistod any 
scheme for locating 14 or any other num- 
ber of familios upon tho land in ques- 
tion, or that the purchaso was mado 
with any such view, or on any such 
pretense, we are in a position distinct- 
ly and emphatically to dony. There 
is, however, another, and a very con- 
' elusive mode of confuting the conjur- 
ed up theory of the organ. If tho 
land was sold on that condition and 
with that view, how comas it that the 
sale is absolutely to one man and un- 
conditional? Although Mr. Mathers 
is not the man to stoop to anything of 
tho kind, suppose ho did make 
such representations to the Govern- 
ment, would it not have boon their 
duty to mako such conditions in tho 
bargain as would havo been a reasona- 
ble guaranteo for tho faithful carrying 
out of the professed intentions? Yot, 
nothing of the kind was done. The 
Bale was absolute and unconditional, 
and the lands aro now tho property of 
Mr. Henry Mathers, to do therewith 
whatever seemoth him good, as the re- 
cords will show. There need, there- 
fore, be no hesitation in saying that 
the defence so artfully set up by the 
organ is pure fabrication. The whole 
story is a mere afterthought — an ex- 
pedient to save its masters from merit- 
ed censure. No blame whatever at- 
taches to Mr. Mathers. Indeed, he 
may well be complimented upon his 
share in the transaction. But wo do 
blame tho Governmont for making an 
outright and unconditional salo of 
more than forty allotments of valuable 
agricultural land in a most eligible 
situation at tho nominial price of one 
dollar an aero, more especially when 
it is borno in mind that such land is 
not superabundant. Doubtless Mr. 
Mathers will be ready to sell, possibly 
as low as five dollars an aero, to in- 
coming settlers. But wo contend that 
it was the duty of tho Government to 
have held that land, or so much of it, 
as Mr. Mathers did not require for his 
own proper use, in trust for incoming 
settlers, so that, instead of being com- 
pelled to purchaso from a speculator 
at five or moro dollars an acre, they 
could acquire froo homesteads from the 
Crown under tho new Land Law. 
Nothing could well bo moro calculat- 
ed to retard settlement and neutralize 
the most valuable provisions of tho 
liberal land system inaugurated last 
session than such acts as tho ono we 
havo felt it our duty to condemn.

Chinese Labour- 



Wo had occasion, last week, to com- 
pliment our contemporary of tho Na- 
naimo "Free Press" upon the vigor 
and ability with which it advocated 
tho rights and interests of what, for 
want of a bettor designation may bo 
called froo labour, as against Chinese 
or Coolio labour. It comes to us this 
week with another oxcellent article, 
from which we cannot do bettor than 
mako a fow extracts: — 

"For the making of the railway to 
bo largely tho result of Chineso labour, 
crowding out that of the white man, 
would bo to throw away a chance for 
tho advancement of this country that 
might not offer again for years, and ro- 
tard its progress half a century. Those 
who suppose tho prosperous futuro of 
this country could bo built upon cheap 
Clpnoso labour would find out whon 
too late that this labour brought with 
it not only no enrichment but in roal- 
ity pauperized. .... 
The difference to a community in the 
wages of the working classos being 
spent, or hoarded up and transmitted, 
is so immense that it is difficult to over 
estimate its inlluouce. It is the wap;es 
of tho working classes circulating and 
ro-circulating, that in every communi- 
ty is tho life and soul of its existence 
Where is the use of a railway in this 
Province if it does not bring popula- 
tion to stimulate its operations and 
yield return for the investment. And 
what more imperative than that white 
labour, so conducive to this end, should 
bo regarded as indispensable, and that 
tho foreign element of tho Chinamen, 
ifjiu preponderating amount, should bo 
considered as suicidal to tho future 
welfare of the Province. 

"We should hope that tho beginning 
of our railway would exhibit tho Pro- 
vincial Government all activity in put- 
ting before the white labourers every 
inducement to remain and sottle 
among us — that information as to land 
available for settlement, coupled with 
tho most inviting torms would bo plac- 
ed before them — local agents appoint- 
ed to render aid, and oven if needed 
tho seeds for tirst years crops present- 
ed. In a social point of view tho dif- 
ference between tho proposed railway 
work boing largely done by Chinamen, 
rather than those of our kith and kin, 
is so striking that it scarcely need be 
adverted to. John Chinaman is in- 
variably a single man, and no matter 
what the advantages of the country 
he lives in, his heart is in China, and 
he is a bird of passage. Tho whito 
man developes into a husband, a fa- 
ther, and becomes attached to tho 
country that gives him a homo. The 
solitary condition of tho Chinaman is 
barren of results and his wants aro 
few. Tho whito man's requirements 
aud those of his wife and family gives 
impetus to every industry 
the community. If it should happen 
that, regardless of results, no control 
ling influence bo resorted to to sub 
ordinate Chinese labor and give the 
predominance to that of whito labor, 
it will not be long beforo it is discov- 
ered that the community by their apa- 
thy have made a rod for their own 
backs."

Editor Colonist ; — On reading your 
account o.'' the farce being enacted by 
Bishop Hiils in bringing to trial Dean 
Cridgefor heresy, contumacy, Sec. I see 
that ono of tho charges is having as- 
sociated himself or connected himself 
with those who did not acknowledge 
tho doctrines of tho Church of Eng- 
land, these persons being the minis- 
ters of other Christian denominations 
in our midst. 

Now, Mr. Editor, ought not the 
Bishop to bo ashamed of himself to 
bring such a charge ? That because 
Mr. C'ridgo as a Protestant clergyman 
should have co-operated with his bro- 
ther clergymen of othor denomina- 
tions in good works, such as tho Pro- 
testant Orphans' Homo, which the 
Bishop refused to havo anything to do 
with because it was not a purely Epis- 
copal matter, and tho British Colum- 
bia Bible Society? Is it notdisgrace- 
f ul that a man who calls himself a 
Christian such as tho Bishop thinks 
himself, and which I am glad to know 
there are few like him, if any, should 
judge his brother clergymen of other 
denominations as much as to say, be- 
cause you do not belong to my Church 
and a successor of the Apostles, you 
are not a Christian, nor lit for ono to 
associate with? If tho Dean never 
offends more against the Church laws 
than in doing this, let uh hope he will 
bo always offending and as ofton as he 
so offends so often will ho be uphold 
by his congregation and tho public 
generally. If tho Bishop had tried 
Mr. Recce, the cause of tho Dean's 
trouble, and other of his clergy who 
havo offended against the laws of tho 
land as well as of the Church, itwould 
havo been consistent; but what did ho 
do in those cases? Why, hushed up tho 
mattor and sont them away homo 
again. 

We may bo sure that whon the 
Dean's case is, heard in tho Supreme 
Court, justice and light will prosper 
and everything will bo done according 
to law, not as tho self-constituted 
court such as is at present persecuting 
a good man and a Christian clergyman 
who is beloved by all.

Weekly British Colonist- 

Copies of the enlarged Weekly Brit- 
ish Colonist, containing a full account 
of the Dean's trial and other articles of 
of great interest, will bo ready at 8 o'clock 
this morning. A large extra edition has 
been worked to moot the demand; but wo 
udviso our readers to securo copies early 
to day. 

A statement appeared in tho organ of 
Church and Stale yesterday to which we 
are enabled to give a positive contradic- 
tion. The organ says that it was under- 
stood from tho first that Mr. Bushby 
could not sit as Assessor in tho trial of 
Dean Cridge, and that it was so stated 
early in the proceedings. The only re- 
ference to the contemplated departure of 
Mr. Bushby was by the Lord Bishop, and 

it happened in this way: Tho Dean plead- 
ed for timo to study and understand the 

long catalogue of canonical crimes that 
had been preferred against him; but his 
Lordship denied him a privilege that 
would ha vo been accorded in a court of 

J'ustico to a murderer taken red-handed, al- 
eging as a reason that the clerical duties 
of Archdeacon Woods and Kev. Mr. Ma- 
son required (heir presence at New West- 
minster and Nanaimo; and that Mr. Bush- 
by was anxious to leave for the Mainland. 
This was the only reference to tho con- 
templated departure of Mr. Bushby; yet 
he alone went, while the clerical 
Assessors remained to tho end! Tho 
organ adds that Mr. Bushby took no part 
in the proceedings, when his very pres- 
ence on the "Bench" contradicts that as- 
sertion. Until wo have better authority 
than ony tho organ can possibly produce, 
we shall continue to believe that Mr. 
Bushby's withdrawal was attributable to 
motives of a most praiseworthy charac- 
ter. 

More Dissatisfaction. — Tenders wero 
invited for three sections of road on Van- 
couver Island nhioh may, perhaps, be re- 
garded as throe links in tho trunk road 
oi the Island. Tenders were to bo de- 
posited at the Land Office at noon on 
Friday last. Several responsible con- 
tractors, after going over the ground at 
considerable expense, handed in thoir 
tenders, when they wero notified that the 
timo had boon extended till tho next day 
nt noon— last Saturday. On that day the 
tenders were all in, including a tender 
from a Mr. Morrison, said to bo an em- 
ploye of tho road- boss, J. Nicholson, who 
had not tendered on tho previous day, 
who had not been over tho ground, and 
■who, strange to say, was tho only now 
tenderer on Saturday. Of course, Morri- 
son got tho contract for tho most import- 
ant soction at a shade below the lowest 
tender sent in on Friday; and tho con- 
tractors wore informed that the other two 
sections will not bo given out at present! 



How Things Turn Out. — A gentleman 
who had resided for some years in Vic- 
toria without "striking" anything worth 
picking up, received a letter a few weeks 
ago from Queensland, Australia, inform- 
ing him that a pioco of land owned by 
him and left behind as unsaleable sevou 
jears ago has suddenly risen to great 
Taluo in consequence of recent gold dis- 
coveries. The gontleman left in the last 
■toamer with his family for Queensland 
to take possession of his estate, for which, 
eovon years ago, ho could not find a pur- 
chasor at < £50, but which is probably 
now worth as many thousands. 

The attempted ascension of tho balloon 
Sierra Nevada at San Francisco, on tho 
9th inst., came to a disastrous termina- 
tion. Tho load was too heavy and as the 
balloon roso tho basket struck tho roof of 
one of tho buildings on tho grounds, 
tumbling tho occupants about fearfully. 
It then clearod tho roof, rose a little 
higher, when it collapsed and fell to the 
ground. Fortunately none wero killed, 
but it is said that Buislay was badly hurt. 
An attacho of tho Call, Robert Newcombe, 
was reported to Imvo h.d an arm broken. 
Asido from this no accident occurred to 
til? W-VHnu of tho day. 

Funerals. — Tho funeral of tho late 
Win. P. Douglas took place yesterday 
&nd was attended by a very largo num- 
ber of persons. The funeral of the lato 
- H. Alhnan was also largely attended.

The Penitentiary- 

Wo are in a position to stato that tho 
contract for building tho Penitentiary at 
New Westminster has been let, and that 
instructions left Ottawa some days ago 
for this Province Work will bo com- 
menced about tho 1st proximo, and push- 
ed ahead as rapidly as circumstances and 
weather will allow. Mr. Kirkland, of Now 
Westminster, a most competent and re- 
liable man, has been appointed Clerk of 
tho Works, which will require about two 
years and a half to complete and will 
givo employment to a largo number of 
mechanics. 




Leqislatith Inlebperbnce. — Tho re- 
cent disgraceful proceedings at tho Pan- 
dora street Church, would soom to fur- 
nish good ground for Logislativo inter- 
ference. An Act might bo passed to ren- 
der it impossible hereafter for a Church 
Inquisition to deny to a minister on trial 
for alleged brcachos of canonical law the 
rights and privileges that are accorded 
criminals in Courts of Justico; to prevent 
Church dignitaries arrogating to thom- 
selvos powers that the Queen does not 
possess over her meanest subject; and to 
put it beyond tho power of any person, bo 
ho high or low, to givo evidence for tho 
prosecution and also sit as judge, jury 
and executioner. Have men who devote 
their lives to tho most sacred of callings, 
who cast away every opportunity of 
worldly advancement and profit, and 
whoso self-denial and unselfishness are 
proverbial, no legal rights that those in 
authority above them are bound to ro- 
spoct ? If they have not, tho timo has 
now arrived when a Constitutional Le- 
gislature must interfere in their behalf; 
and if a recurrence of tho outrage that 
has so stirred tho indignation of this 
People as it was never beforo stirred be 
made impossible, tho good Dean will 
not have suffered in vain. 

Miss Elizabeth Thompson, the painter 
of tho "Roll-Call," a notico of whoso sud- 
den fame wo printed a few weeks ago, 
finds herself now in tho full tide of popu- 
larity. Troops aro ordered out to man- 
cever for her benefit in order that tho 
battlo piece she is painting may be perfect 
in all its details; and she is permitted to 
select individual soldiers to servo as mo- 
dels in her studio. Possibly tho fact 
that she is engaged to paint a pioturo for 
tho Queen has something to do with these 
extraordinary privileges. It is said that 
a London firm has engaged the copyright 
of her next picture for £2,01)0. Six months 
ago this lady's name was not known out- 
side a small circlo of English artists and 
connoisseurs. Now sho is ublo to com- 
mand fabulous prices for her pictures 
even before she makes her preliminary 
sketch. Success so sudden and brilliant 
carries with it a suspicion of instability; 
tint Miss Thompson has talents which, by 
all accounts, will win for hor a lusting 
fame Harper's Weekly, a short timo 
since, copied an engraving of one of hor 
pictures, which must have impressed 
every one who studied it with tho artist's 
power. 

The Navy of thb Past.— Mr. O. Noel 
Wei man writes from Norton Manor, Taun- 
ton: — "I havo lately found among my old 
family papers a statement of tho English 
Navy us it existed nearly 150 years ago, 
when our population and wealth were so 
much less than at the present timo. I 
send it to you, thinking somo of your 
readers may bo comforted by knowing 
that, on tho whole our expenditure in 
this branch of tho service has not, even 
with ironclads and their boilers, increas- 
ed boyond tho just proportion of tho past 
with tho present age: — 'List of Ships, 
with their Guns and Men, 17:28: — Seven 
of 100 guns, with 5,530 men; 13 of 00 guns 
8,810 men; 10 of 80 guns, 8,320 rr.ou; 24 
of 70 guns, 10,500 men; 18 of GO guns, G,- 
570 men;10 of 50 guns, 12,880 men; 24 of 
40 guns, 4,560 men; G of H0 guns, 030 
men; 27 of 20 guns, 3,270 men; 5 with 34 
guns in all (firoships and bombs), 180 
men; 27 with 210 guns in .ill (sloops and 
yachts) , 1,01)5 men— total, 213 ships, 10,- 
231 guns, 02, 735 men.'" 



Reformed Episcopal Church. — Tho 
movement, commenced at Ottawa last 
year, is rupidly extending through the 
Dominion. Quito recently a disruption 
took place in Holy Trinity parish, Toron- 
to, and wo see by lato oxchauges that tho 
result is tho formation of a Reformed 
Episcopal Church there.

Under this caption tho Ottawa 
'Times' has a lengthy and vigorous 
article, from which wo make tho fol- 
fowing extracts: — 

"British Columbia may well pray to 
bo delivered from her new-found 
trionds. * ****** When 
tho Government of Sir John Macdon- 
ald, last autumn, was turned out of 
oflico, two yoars and a half aftor this 
reckless stipulation was entered into, 
what had become of tho "simulta- 
neous commencement?" Why, so far 
from a conimoucomont being made 
either simultaneously or otherwise, 
thoy bad not oven tho slightest idea 
of where tho line was to bo located. 
Wo know from Mr. DoCosmos, who 
made tho statement from his place in 
Parliament last session, that Sir John 
and his colleagues, when somo anxioty 
began to be displayed in tho Pacific 
Province on account of their ontiro 
apathy regarding the fulfilment of 
thoir voluntary bargain, Bont out a fow 
men with a chain and other survoying 
apparatus, and had a number of poles 
stuck hero and there in tho earth; and 
the member for Victoria asserted bold- 
ly that those who havo now espoused 
the causoof British Columbia so warm- 
ly intended to hoodwink the peoplo 
into tho boliof that this was meant to 
bo tho commencement of active opera- 
tions, and if nocessary point to it as a 
literal fullilmout of tho first portion of 
the stipulated terms. A more misera- 
ble subterfuge than this it would be 
impossible for a sleight-of-hand poli- 
tician to resort to. Tho two years 
within which tho actual construction 
was to have been begun had passed; 
another yoar had well-nigh boon add- 
ed to them; of tho ten years within 
which that construction was to havo 
boon completed, senrcoly seven re- 
mained; and yet tho very first stop had 
not been taken towards the fulfilment 
of tho insano bargain. Tho prelimin- 
ary surveys had not oven been com- 
pleted, somo portions of them wero 
not begun. The Government wero in 
blissful ignoranco of tho nature of the 
country through which the road was 
to pass, and if their life had depend- 
ed upon thoir ability to supply the in- 
formation, they could not havo fur- 
nished tho most remote idea of the 
ease or difficulty with which nine- 
tenths of it could be built. Clearly, 
then, if there has beon any breach of 
faith with British Columbia, that 
breach was committed by the lato Gov- 
ernment— certainly not by tho pre- 
sent ********** 

Nothing but an intense patrod of tho 
o iloi.ies and of colonists, which it is 
known tho London]" Standard" and its 
utilstarian sympathizers entertain, 
could induce it to offer and reiterate 
tho insults to tho people of Canada 
its allegations in connection with the 
Pacific Railway amount to. Tho peo- 
plo of Canada were appealed tojon this 
same question, well knowing the pol- 
icy which Mr. Mackenzie intended to 
pursue, and their verdict was such as 
might have convinced even the "Stan- 
dard," sceptical though it be, that thoir 
indorsation of that policy was open 
to no doubt or misconstruction. 
If there has been any change in the pro- 
gramme with which the Qovernmenl went to 
the country, it has been in the direction of 
greater liberality to Columbia. To charge 
a Government supported by throe- 
fourths of tho peoplo and Parliament 
of tho Dominion with disloyalty in any 
form is to make tho same vile accusa- 
tion against every Canadian who sup- 
ports them. * * * * 
"But tho crowning effort is arrived 
at whon tho organ counsels thejdisinte- 
gration of tho Confederacy. It would 
be a groat injustice to tho "Standard" 
to call the advico the result of impu- 
dence, ignorance, or any misapprecia- 
tion of its gravity. It is something 
much more grave than that. It is in 
reality treason of tho most felonious 
kind. Ill does it become a journal 
which protends to have in view the 
preservation of tho integrity of the 
Empire and the upholding of Imperial 
interests to poke its nose into tho busi- 
ness of and offer its sinister counsel to 
a peoplo of whoso existence it is ordin- 
arily perfectly oblivious. Doostho or- 
gan know upon which side of the 
American continent British Columbia 
lios, and if it does, where, let us ask, 
is Micro any remedy for British Col- 
umbia'slgrievances in tho dissolution 
oftho tie which binds it to tho icst of 
Canada? Will that bring hor into 
communication with the outor world 
at an earlier date than if sho gives the 
people of Canada a reasonable timo to 
implement their bargain? The very 
suggestion smacks of disloyalty and 
treason to the Sovoroign of this realm; 
and it will be repudiated with scorn 
and contempt by every loyal Canadian, 
no matter whether ho aesidos in Van- 
couver, Prince Edward Island, or any 
placo between. Never sinco the in- 
ception of this controversy in tho Brit- 
ish Columbian press or among tho peo- 
ple of that Province, has a hint of sep- 
aration— which means nothing moro 
or less than annexation — beon drop- 
ped by either parly. "lis the London 
"Standard" alono that, is disloyal; 
every lino of its latest effort re- 
garding Canada testifies to the asser- 
tion. Had such sentiments as it pub- 
lishes found expression through the 
columns of a Fonian or Republican 
organ — and thero are not a few disloy- 
al institutions boaring both theso de- 
signations which flourish and grow in 
its own immediate neighborhood — wo 
should havo been informed in a trice 
that their authors woro hatching wick- 
ed and treasonable plots, and that 
their assentations woro worthy of tho 
condemnation of every ono who wish- 
ed tho Empire and tho Throne well.

We as 
sort without fear of contradiction that 
thero aro a hundred men disaffected to 
tho British Crown — a hundred men 
who would hail its downfall and des- 
truction with pleasure— a hundred 
men who would rejoice in tho disin- 
tegration oi any portion of tho British 
Empire, — Avithin the city of London 
alone, for every ono that, could bo 
hunted up within tho broad boundar- 
ies of Canada. Let tho "Standard" 
turn its attention to theso — let it givo 
tho Government of Mr. Disraeli tho 
benefit of its mighty intellect and ex- 
cellent judgment in settling the mo- 
mentous quarrel which has been pend- 
ing between them and their predeces- 
sors in office for the last threo centur- 
ies and the people of disaffected, un- 
happy, and never-peaceful Ireland." 



The Great Gun. 

Some progress has already been 
made in the Royal Gun Factories at 
Woolwich Arsenal in the manufacture 
of tho experimental HO-ton gun, which 
is intended to furnish data for the 
construction oftho guns of tho Inflex- 
ible. The length of tho gun over all 
will bo 27 ft., tho boro being 24 ft. in 
length. The calibre will be 14 in., 15 
in., and lb' in. successively, tho gun 
being bored up after each series of ex- 
periments. Tho 14-inch calibre will 
take a projectile of 1,100 lbs., firing a 
maximum charge of about 190 lbs. of 
specially manufactured powderjtho 15- 
inch will take a 1400 It), shot and about 
245 lbs of powder; the 10-inch will 
throw a 1,050 lb. shot with about 300 
lbs. of powder. Tho heaviestgun now 
in the service, the 12 35-tons (Wool- 
ich Infant), can pierce 15 inch of iron 
at tho muzzle, the ranges at which the 
projectiles for the S()-ton gun will per- 
form the same feat will bo — for the 14- 
inch shot, 3,1100 yards; for the 15-inch 
shot, 5,200 yards; and for the 16-inch 
shot, 0,500, nearly four miles. At a 
fighting range ot 500 yards, tho Wool- 
wich Infant will penetrate 14 inches 
of iron; but the 80-ton gun, with a 14- 
nch calibre, will pierce about 17 inches 
of iron; with the 15-inch calibie, about 
lHh inches; and with the 10-inch, 
about 20 inches calibre. The maxi- 
mum ranges at which shells could be 
thrown into a fortress will be — for the 
12-inch, about 0.UOO yards; 14-inch, 
10,000 yards; 16-inch, 10,300 yards, or 
close upon six miles. 



"Diogenes," a writer in tho Mel- 
bourne Argus on ''Stage Reform," 
asks the very pertinent question. 
"Why should clergymen be prevented 
by prejudice and custom from attend- 
ing theatres and other high class pub- 
lic entertainments?''

Some time ago a very excellent Wcs- 
leyan clergyman became a member of 
the Sandhurst Football Club, and was 
one of its most energetic players. 
While he remained a member there 
was no rioting, disorderly conduct, or 
profanity on the football ground. But 
the church committee, in its wisdom, 
thought tit to reprimand him for taking 
part in such an ungodly game, and com- 
pelled him to leave the (dub. Aftor his 
secession the players rapidly degenerated 
in their conduct and behaviour— in other 
words, became less moral. When I 
thing of the goad effects which would be 
wrought by clergymen aoting ns though 
thoy were men like un to ourselves, Ibeoome 
^uito hopeful of the future of our raeo. I 
have even had, at rare and divinely favor- 
ed moments, a beatific vision of tho Rev. 
Drs Cairns and Cameron and the Rov. Mr. 
Ilotherington setting side by side in the 
of the Royal ("for, though on pleasure 
bent, thoy had a frugal mind"), listening 
with rapt attention to the philosophy of 
llamlet or Maobeth, or thawing under the 
sunny mirth of glorious old Falstaff. 
But, alas! tho millennium is afar off!"

In roply to a reference to Lord El- 
gin by tho Warden of , Elgin, Lord 
Dufferin spoke as follows: 

"There is one observation suggested 
by your address which it gives mo pe- 
culiar pleasure- to make, and that is 
tho oncouragoment which a 1 person in 
my position receives, from noticing 
with how faithful air affection the peo- 
ple of Canada, not only in this coun- 
try, which is named after him, but 
wherever ho has resided, cherish tho 
memory of tho lato Earl of Elgin. 
When I was still a young man I had 
tho honor of making his acquaintance. 
Almost tho first dinner entertainment 
at which I assisted was a dinner given 
in his honor by his Canadian friends 
in London. Ho was, indeod, a noble- 
man who thoroughly understood the 
obligations imposed on him both by 
his rank and by his official position, 
and. although I can never hope to mer- 
it an equal placo with him in your 
memories and affections, or to take so 
high a position as he has done in the 
history of his country, yet from first 
acceptance of the appointment which I 
hold, I proposed to myself his bright 
example as the best compass by which 
I could steer my course. (Great ap- 
plause.) In conclusion, Mr. Warden, 
allow mo to thank you most heartily 
for the kind reception you and the 
Connty Council have been pleased to 
prepare for mo." 



ITow " Port " is Made. — Jerrold's joke 
about the old port and the eidor port will 
bo unpleasantly recalled to 'crusty ' drink- 
ers by tho following paragraph on the 
manufacture of Portugese wiuo, from a 
noto by a Secretary of Legrtion at Lis- 
bon: 'AH port wine hitherto exported to 
tho English market is largely mixed with 
brandy, and is composed uh much of 
elder-berries as of grapes. Tho way in 
which what in England is called port 
wine hos hitherto been manufactured for 
tho London market is this: The Paiz do 
Vonhhterio abounds in elder trees; the 
berries of these trees aro dried in tho sun 
or in kilns. Tho wine is then trodden on 
them, and tho berries aro trodden (as 
previously the grapes) till it is t horough- 
ly saturated with tho coloring matter of 
tho berries. Brandy is then added in the 
proportion of from three to sixteen gal- 
lons to every pipe of 116 gallons. This is 
Ike composition of all the port wine hither- 
to drank in England. No pure wine, no 
wine not thus specially adulterated for 
tho English tsHte, was allowed by the 
Government; Committee of Tasters to pass 
tho bar of Douro before the year 1865.' 
The writer of tho above noto is, wo may 
mention, Mr. Robert Bulwer.son of Lord 
Lytton, but better known to tho public 
as Mr. Owon Meredith, under which 
namo ho has published several volumns 
of gracoful poetry.

Guizot's History of France.— It is un- 
fortunate, says thelEdtnburgh Review, 
that this book bears a title which gives a 
very erroneous impression of its true 
character and importance. Because it is 
called L' Historie de France Racontee a met 
petits-eufant, a supposition has gone forth 
that the book is written on tho model of 
Scott's "Tales of a G un '.father." To be 
paraleled to tho great name of Scott is 
not a fate that any man, however illustri- 
ous, would in the usual case be entitled to 
carp at. But there is somo vulnerable 
part in ovory nature, however great — some 
purt that wero its nature imparted to 
tue whole man would make him little. 
So it is with tho capacity of Scott to tell 
plain unadorred history. The "Tales of a 
Grandfather" have often been commend- 
ed as a better history of his country than 
that graver work prepared by him for 
Lardner's "Cyclopaedia," when Mackin- 
tosh undertook England and Moore un- 
dertook Ireland. Tho book for boys is 
better than tho book for men, because 
the author found that ho might venturs 
to take freedom with his audience; he 
could adorn his narrative with some of 
t ie colouring iu which ho pointed the 
narratives thut fulfilled the mission of 
his gnniuj. All this wo must take with 
tho understanding that very few. oven of 
tho greatest historians, saw through his- 
torical life ai Scott did. He knew it all 
thoroughly; but ho could only give life 
and brilliancy to the employment of this 
knowledge if he woro allowed to select 
from it tho parts which suited his taste, 
and to road just them to his own fancy of 
the thoroughly, picturesque. It was the 
perfect, practical knowledge of actual 
historical conditions that made tho ro- 
mance worked out of them so oharming. 
Of Scott's incapacity for puro history, 
the saddest testimony is his long "Life 
of Napoleon." Its defects aro rer djred 
all the more distinct by tho more recent 
effort, especially in French literature, to 
tell the whole or portions of that period. 
The tremulous feebleness in his "Life of 
Napoleon" might have seemed the con- 
tinuation of the forebodings expressed 
in that filoomy and touching truth that 
he "had broken his magic wand." M. 
Guizot's last great historical work, though 
produced at a far moro advanced age, 
shows no signs of a similar weakness; and 
its only claim to bo called a book for 
children, or young persons, is, that it 
cannot fail to attract them by its simpli- 
city and graphic power.
